Sale of new passenger cars in 
Indiana for the first eight months 


of the current year exceeded by 
3,221 cars, or about 31% per cent., 
the total for the entire year of 
1928, it was disclosed by August 
registration figures just released 
for the state. 

For the period closing August 31, 
new car deliveries in the state to- 
taled 96.520, while last year’s total 
was only 93,299, state department 
tabulations show. 

August deliveries, although estab- 
lishing a new high record for that 
month with 11,499 cars and making 
an increase of 30 per cent. over 
August of last year, showed a drop 
of like percentage from the record 
business of July this year, when 16,- 
177 passengers cars were registered 

Much importance is attached to 
the showing made in new car regis- 
trations in August, inasmuch as that 
month took on the aspect of the fall 
clean-up period for overstocked 
dealers on used cars with new ma- 
terial suffering from inattention 
during a great number of these 
drives, many of which were carried 
over into the present month 

New models which aided 
in swelling July’s total to a place 
high in comparison with other 
months of the year were brought 
out in fewer numbers during Au- 
gust, Buick showing the greatest ef- 
fect of summer changes, its busi- 
ness’ making the greatest gain of 
the month and reaching fourth 
place in the registrations, 
Buicks being delivered against 319 
in July, a gain of more than 70 per 
cent

Chicago, Sept. 24.—New truck 
registrations in Cook County for 
August were just ten units ahead 
of the same period last year. The 
total last month was 746, while 
736 listings were given for August, 
1928. 


It is noteworthy that there was 
no great advance shown by the 
leading makes this year, Ford hav- 
ing accounted for 331 of the total 
of 746, a considerable gain for the 
product over August, 1928, when 
only 122 registrations were ac- 
credited to the line. 

Diamond T of the popular sellers 
had the best showing with a slight 
increase of four trucks over last 
year, the totals being 48 for 1929 
and 44 for 1928. Considering the 
general state of the industry the 
Chicago-made product really scored 
an achievement. Diamond T was 
third in the standing for the month 
leading in its field by a creditable 
margin. 

Chevrolet was second to Ford, as 
in previous months this year, with a 
total of 130. Fourth place went to 
International Harvester with 40. 

The sensation of the month, how- 
ever, was not Ford's gain so much 
aS the fact that an electric truck 
took fifth place, the honor going to 
the Walker Vehicle, which regis- 
tered 34. Last year this line had 
eight, so that Walker's precentage 
of gain was the greatest of the 
month, its 325 per cent. comparing 
with Ford’s 179.5. 

Dodge took sixth place with 34 
registrations, White being seventh 
with 15. However, adding the White 
Motor Coach, which is listed sepa- 
rately at the state capital, the 
White had a total of 21. The W. M. 
C. was one of the few to beat last 
year’s showing, it having only one 
listing in 1928. 

Others to show gains were Nelson- 
Le Moon, Yellow, A. C. F. Bus, Fed- 
eral, Rieland & Bree and Gramm 
Bernstein. King Zeitier tied with last 
year. It is to be noted that Divco 
had ten registrations this year. It 
was not in the 1928 lists, having 
come on the market later.

CIENCE has stepped into the 

field of traffic regulation and her 
latest and most extraordinary offer- 
ing is a new traffic robot, or mechan- 
ical policeman, who is now directnig 
traffic in many of our large eastern 
cities. 

Our modern age has delivered over 
to us many thousands of mechani- 
cal “slaves.” but only recently has 
it begun to approach the more valu- 
able end of creating mechanical 
“brains.” During the last two or 


three years some devices have owed | 


on to the market that have showed 


symptoms of having the creative | 


germ, but unfortunately most of 
them performed only minor func- 
tions. 

Recently a group of young Yale 
engineers brought forth a mechani- 
eal “brain” that actually accom- 
plishes a useful function—a tre- 
mendously useful function; that of 
directing traffic. It is not a hit and 
miss proposition, it is a “mechanical 
policeman” that direct traffic far 


More efficiently than a_ highly | 
trained traffic officer and oper- | 
ates a standard signal light in | 


exact accordance with the varying | 
volume and flow of traffic in the} 
streets. It enjoys. furthermore a} 
tremendous advantage in that it} 
admits of no errors. | 

To fulfill the claims made by| 
these inventors they necessarily had | 
to possess a “brain” that would} 
make it superior to that of the| 
human being. It seemed highly im- | 
probable that any mechanism could | 
be devised which would be capable | 
of “remembering,” “thinking,” “see- 
ing” and “receiving instructions” and 
skepticism therefore prevailed. 

Those who have seen the system 
in operation in a number of East- | 
ern cities, however, maintain that it 
does everything but smile, give the 
motorist a cheerful “good-morning, 
arrest speeders, and give tickets to 
court functions. What this me-'| 
chanical “brain” lacks in amenities 
it makes up in smoothness of oper- 
ation. 

The “electro-matic” traffic con- 
trol was conceived in New Haven, 
Conn., when a young Yale profes- 
sor, Henry A. Haugh, Jr., hurrying 
home late one night, was stopped | 
at a pre-timed traffic signal which 
was giving the right of way to an 
empty street. Chafing at the un- 
necessary delay, Prof. Haugh began 
to ruminate upon the possibilities of 
regulating traffic by mechanical 
means to its own volume and flow. 
In other words, allowing traffic to 
run itself. In collaboration with 
three Yale associates, Eugene D. 
Stirlen, Charles D. Geer and Wal- 
lace G. Garland, the new mechanical | 
“brain” with its mechanical “eyes” 
was developed. 

The system, which has been in- 
stalled in a number of cities 
throughout the Eastern. states, is di- 
recting traffic far more efficiently 
than it ever has been directed be- 
fore by other means, either human 
or mechanical. The entire down-

“receiving instructions.” The 
“brain” is able to tell at all times 
what demands are being made upon 


|it and from what direction, and it 
| schedules traffic through the inter- 


section according to its volume and 
flow, yet it never neglects the indi- 
vidual car approaching the inter- 
section. 

The mechanical bluecoat does not 
operate according to any set rule, 
nor does it adhere to any particu- 
lar schedule. Thoroughfare traffic 
is “remembered” and sent along at 
the earliest moment consistent with 
safety. 

Drivers who pass frequently are 
amazed when they discover that the 
lights blink differently under what 
appear to them to be similar con- 
ditions, yet using more than human 
intelligence. 

The secret lies in “vehicle-sensi- 
tive” units in the pavement of the 
streets adjacent to the intersection. 
Automobiles passing over these sen- 
Sitive units in the pavement gov- 
ern the changing of signals. 

These units are the “eyes” of the 
mechanical policeman. They “see” 
the presence and movement of traf- 
fic and transmit “this information 
to a control mechanism.

Families are invited to “drop in” 
and visit at any time for a few 
minutes. 

The company sometimes advances 
amounts of money to employees in 
case of illness or other trouble, in 
an effort to eliminate employees’ | 
worry, for worry knocks a man’s} 
efficiency skyward as quickly 
anything else. 

When a young man or young 
woman applies to the company for 
employment, he or she is first given | 
a printed form in which are set} 
forth the advantages and oppor-| 
tunities offered by the company and | 
what the campany in turn expects 
of the employee. Among these re- 
quirements are, loyalty, good physi- 
cal health, honesty, energy, econ- | 
omy, obedience and sincerity—each 
subject being explained and treated | 
in full. At the end of the page is 
this paragraph: }
